BORAH TO CALLES. 

Senator Borah's correspondence with President 
Calles of Mexico is revealed as consisting of in-’ 
quiries and replies concerning the number of oll 
companies which have accepted the Mexican law 
and have obtained concessions and the number 
which have refused to do so. Calles replied by 
wire and promised more information in a letter, 
hoping that “God may grant the data submitted 
to, you to be of use” and subscribing himself “ af- 
fectionately, President Callies.” 

The information submitted indicated that con- 
eessions embracing 26,835,000 acres of land are 
operating under the Mexican law and concessions 
embracing only 1,661,000 acres are defiant The 
inference is that the dispute between the United 

| States and Mexican governments, threatening a 
break in relations, concerns only the defiant 22 
companies, whereas 380 companies have accepted 

the situation. 

Some of Mr. Borah’s fellow senatcrs were aston- 
ished to learn that he was in direct communica- 
tion, as chairman of the senate committee on 
foreign affairs, with the Mexican president. The 
proceeding is unusual. Evidently Mr. Borah dis 
trusts .the information he could get from the 
American state department. 
~Mr. Kellogg must be as well informed as to 
these facts as President Calles is. Mr. Borah ap- 
parently suspects that Mr. Kellogg is capable of 
falsifying the record and that either he may de- 
celve President Coolidge or that the President 
may support him in such deception. This is the 
situation as Mr. Borah’s correspondence pictures 
it.

He had provided himself with a vege- 
table garden in which he put in an hour |. 
or more at work daily. Of all forms 
of exercise he had found gardening best 
for himself. Chopping trees and cut- 
ting wood was about on a par with 
growing corn and other vegetables. He 
had found that a few days of confine- 
ment tothe office with physical inaction 
sufficed to put his pressure up. He had 
learned to eat in great moderation—in 
fact, to undereat. In consequence he 
had lost.a good deal of weight, but the: 
good had more —. offset that.

DAY SLAYING 


Boy Witnesses Tell of 
Crime Setting.

Twelve witnesses for the state pieced 
together yesterday the story of what 
happened in the old barn of the Devon 
tiding academy on the afternoon of 
Dec. 17 last, when Harold J. Croarkin 
repaid the society that had nursed him 
and protected him to a stumbling 


. Manhood by killing the 6 year old boy 
* that he had made the victim of his 


abnormal instincts. 


Strange contradictions in this _na- 
ture. A little while before the murder 
he had taken a blanket from a horse 
to cover a litter of shivering puppies. 

Unforgettable pictures came from 
boyish | minds in the courtroom of 
Chief Justice William J. Lindsay as 
one by oné the members of the neigh- 
borhood gang that loved to hang 
around the barn were called to the 
stand to falter out what they had 
seen and what happefted to the “ lit- 
tle kid,"’ Walter. Schmith. 


Cold and Snewy. 


It was a bitterly cold, snowy after- 
noon. Toward the close of the day 
Tony Hornak was sent out by Croar- 
kin to get a pail of coffee. The bunch 
had been around the barn ever since 
school freed them. They had helped 
Red Hingle glean horses and build a 
water trough and shine a saddle. Red 
had gone. Tony went for coffee. 
Bob Henline and Frank Duffy struck 
out for home. The little boy, Walter, 
Was hardly tolerated by his 15 year 
old neighbors, but they had seen him 
going into the stable with Croarkin. 

When Tony trudged back over the 
‘snowy fields with his pail of coffee he 
found the barn locked. He beat on 
the door and ¢alled for “ Hallie,” but 
no one answered. He put the coffee 
down and looked around Devon ave- 
nue and then came back to the door 
and called again. 

“I heard some yelling,” he testified. 
“I didn’t know it was in the barn. 
I thought some kid was getting a beat- 
ing from his mother.” 


So he took the coffee and went, 


home. 
State Closes Today. 
Responsibility for the killing was 
firmly fixed upon Croarkin by the day’s 


testimony, and the state will probably 
Close its case today with eight or ten 


more witnesses.) Then the battle will 
start to save Sroarkin from the rope 
by showing how mad he has been all 
these years, that he had walked the 
streets as a maniac for weeks. 

More important than the actual de- 
tails of the tragedy was the evidence 
woven into the'case to show Croarkin’s 
mental condition before and after the 
killing. This will form the basis for 
the expert opinions to come later. 

In one witness only did the defense 
get much evidence to support their 
, theory that Croarkin had left his home 
at noon that day in a wild and staring 
condition, and was irresponsible.

American Stock Is Now 
Best, Norwegian Says. 


Dr. Don Alfred Mjoen, chairman of 
the consultative eugenics commission 
of Norway, looks to the United States 
for legislation that will eventually rid 
the world of the hopeless criminal. 
This country, he declared yesterday - 
in a lecture at the University of Chi- 
cago,. already leads all other nations 
in preventive measures against repro- 
duction of the hereditary criminal. 

Largely speaking, Dr. Mijsen said, 
there are three classes into which a 

a criminal mind will fit. There is 
the natural criminal, whose instincts 
toward crime are hereditary and hope- 
less. There is the unnatural criminal, 
whose deflections are the result of 
some exterior influence or circum- 
stance. And between these two and 
distinct from either, is the moron class 
of mentally deficient humans, who 
may or may not be of a malevolent 
disposition.
